UN PEACH TREE 


Handsome Gulldinss Wil ie 
rrecled by George Parrott 


The Structure Will Be Eight 
or Ten Stories in Height. 
Edward Dougherty Is Work- 
ing on the Plans—No,.Name 
Has Been Selected. 


An apartment hotel to cost $290,- 
000 will be erected this spring by 
George VW. Parrott, one of the owners 
of the Piedmont hotel, on the site of 
his old residence, No. 534 Peachtree 
street, at the southwest corner of 
Peachtree street and North avenue. 

The new hotel will be eight or ten 
stories in height and will be one of 
the handsomest buildings tn the city. 
It will front 70 feet on Peachtree 


street, which will give the place a 
perspetcive which will display the arch- 


itecture of the building to better ad- 
vanage than any other hotel in At- 


lanta. On the North avenue side the 
structure will front 200 feet. The 


hotel will be constructed. of buff tapes- 
try brick relieved by stone. 

Edward E. Dougherty is at present 
working on the plans for the building 
and has already completed the prelim- 
inary sketches. The plans, however, 
are not as yet far enough advanced to 
give any great detail of the nature of 
the arrangement of the building or 
of its architecture. It is understood, 
though, that the hotel will have one 
of the most spacious and hondsomest 
cafes in the city. One of the features 
of the new hotel will be a magnifi- 
cent palm garden on the refrigerating 
plan. 

Tentative etsimates on the work of 
construction have already been = sub- 
mittted by various contractors, which 
show that the building will cost in 
the neighborhood of $200,000. It ts 
understood that the old Parrott resi- 
yg atypresent oce es the 
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er 
perntiits and the work on the building 
will begin in the early spring. It is 
expected to have the hotel completed 


within ten months after the construc- 
tion has begun. 
Mr. Parrott’s hotel will be within 


one block of the Georgian Terrace 
hotel and once more it is emphasized 
that the neighborhood of the Terrace 
seems destined to become the exclusive 
hotel district of Atlanta. 

So far as is known, Mr. Parrott has 
selected no name for the new hotel.

Trouble came today when Mr. Pros- 
ser asked Mr. Robins how he squared 
church work with the condition of the 
laboring man.

Legislative Investigators Will 
Call for Itemized Expense 
Accounts; Strict Account of 
Tags; Appointment of Super- 
intendent of Inspectors, and 
Larger Chemical Force. 


Changes, numerous and radical, will 
be made in the workings of the state 
department of agriculture if the recom- 
mendations of the Ault probe commp- 
tee are followed by the legislature 
when it meets in June. 

In its report made last night the 
committee sets out that there has been 
much laxity in the operation of the 
department, and offers to the legisla- 
ture upwards of a score of recommen- 
dations as to measures which it be- 
lieves willl cure these ills. 

The majority of the recommendations 


and fertilizers, and are intended to cut 
out the practice of allowing inspectors 
to draw salaries indefinitely without 
doing the work for which they draw 
pay. The recommendations also effect 
the expense accounts rendered by these 
inspectors providing that they shall 
be more specific in the futfre. 
New System Recommended. 

The committee .also recommends 
bringing to an end the system of hav- 
ing inspectors paying themselveg out 
of their fees and turning over to the 
state what remains. It also goes on 
record as believing that all funds 
going to the department of agriculture 


should be deposited immediately with 
treasurer and drawn by} 


the state 
voucher, instead of allowing the com- 
missioner of agriculture to deposit 
these funds to his own credit, use what 
he needs and then turn over to the 
state the remainder. ; 

The careful checking of fertilizer 
and pure food tags, holding the depart- 


ment of agriculture responsible for 
every one issued to it, is also recom- 
mended.

THOUSANDS TAKEN 
IN OVER-CHARGES 


Commerce Commission Throw- 
ing Light on Methods of 
Express Companies. 


Washington, February 1.—Prosecu- 


tion of express companies for over- 
Charging -shippers was indicated by 
Commissioner Lane, at the express 
rate hearing today, to be the inten- 
tion of the interstate commerce com- 
mission. 

W. A. Ryan, one of the investigators 


for the commission, presented the ex- 
amination of one month's business of 
the Adams Express Company, show- 
ing that $67,000 in over-charges had 
been turned into the company’s 
treasury. 

T. B. Harrison, counsel for the com- 
pany, explained what are known as 
“over-payments,” and asserteg that he 
would be able to snow that not more 
than twenty per cent of the $67,000 
actually remained in the company’s 
treasury. He added that positive in- 
gsiructions were given by the com- 
pany to all its representatives to 
make refunds on all discoverable over- 
chartves. ,

ESIDENT MADERO ADMITS 


SITUATION IS VERY SERIOUS 
Mexico City, February 1.—President 
Madero and his cabinet members now 
admit that the rebellion headed by 
Emiliano Zapata has grown to such 
Proportions as to make it the most 
formidable menace yet faced by the 
present government. The conduct of 
the campaign against the Zapatistas 
mow operating over a wide area, and 
the uprising at Juarez last night, were 
discusseg in a special cabinet” meet- 
ing this afternoon. The president was 
not willing to admit that the mutiny 
of troops at Juarez was- directly con- 
mected with the Zapatista rebellion 
and it was agreed that Pascual Orozco 
and four hundred men, whom he has 
been ordered to take from Chihuahua 
to Juarez, would be sufficient to re- 
store order at that point. 

“That affair is not particularly se, 
rious,” said Madero. “It was a dis- 
agreeable incident, but the reBellious 
troops are fighting under no special 
banner.’ 

Significance of the Revolt. 

To unofficial Mexico the signifi- 
Cance of the Juarez revolt lies in the 
fact that insurrectionists have secured 
a port of entry from the United 
States, the identical thing for which 
Madero fought for so many weeks less 
than a year ago. At that time it was 
assumed that possession of such a 
port would facilitate the revolution- 
ists in obtaining ammunition and arms 
and even men. The general opinion 
in the capital is that the Madero gov- 
ernment is facing a crisis. 

Though lacking a revolutionary 
propaganda further than a declara- 
tion that Madero has violated the 
promises of the “plan of San Luis 
Potosi,’ Zapata has recruited an army 
which now operates in the staes of 
Morelos, Mexito and Guerrero and 
reaches even into the federal dis- 
‘trict. 

Zapata, in an interview published 
today in Kk] Hetaldo, said that he had 
been fooled by Madero often and did 
not proposed to be misled by further 
‘promises. 

. Fighting for the Nation. 

“lam not now fighting for the state 
of Morelos, but for the entire nation,” 
he said.’ “The plan of San Luis Po- 
togi, the soul of the revolution, has 
not been carried out.” 

The rebel leader declared that the 
suspension of guarantees had result- 
ed in bringing him recruits, since 
the laboring element, believing they 
were in danger of being shot as 5us- 
pects, preferred to join the rebellion. 

Today steps were taken by the gov- 

ernment to place General Juvencio 
Pobles, now at Torreon, in charge of 
the campaign in the hope of wiping 
gut the rebellion. 
Although one wire running out of 
Cuernavaca was repaired today, the 
management of the National rallways, 
unable to restore its communication, 
ceased all effort to maintain service 
to the capital.

Chicaga, February 1:—Oats which 
have been subjected to a renovating 
process, commonly Known as “sulphur- 
ized" oats, today came under the ban 
of the government pure foog experts, 
and messages were received by local 
board of trade officials informing 
them that “surphuling”’ is held under 
the law to be adulteration, and that 
seliers of such oats would be in dan- 
ger of prosecution, even if they had 
complied with state regulations. 

Some traders took the view that 
fully 20 per cent of the oat crop was 
discolored. 

Incorporated in the ruling on “sul- 
phur oats” was a decision that badly 
damaged grain may be considered as 
filthy or putrigG and so may not be 
sold for human or animal food. 

The rulings apply to all interstate 
shipments of grain. 


PHOTOGRAPH GALLERY 
POPULAR WITH CONVICTS 


Lansing, Mich., February 1.—A craze 
for having their pictures taken to send 
to their friends has struck the con- 
victs in state prison. Each day a large 
number visit the photograph gallery. 
For the few moments they pose they 
are allowed to wear ordinary clothes, 
a coat, shirt and collar being loaned 
to them for the occasion. The photo- 
graphs are being made by Captain J. 
B. Shane, who is serving a life sentence 
for murder. Shane is an expert pho- 
tographer and was in the business 
when he was sent to prison.

Little Instrument Higures in 
the Lorimer Case 


One of Sleuth Burns’ Men 
Swears He Used Dictagraph 
to Get Admission of Perjury 
From Lorimer Witness-Law- 
yer and Burns in Wordy War. 


Washington, February 1:—How the 
dictagraph was used to procure an al- 
leged admission from Charles Mc- 
Gowan, the Hines-Lorimer witness, 
that he “perjured” himself when he 
swore he did not hear C. F. Wiehe tell 
of a Lorimer election fund, was ex- 
plained to the senate Lorimer commit- 
teetoday by Detective A. C. Bailey, a 
Burns operative. , 

Bailey took the stand after the flery 
cross-examination of Detective William 
J. Burns. He will be cross-examined 
tomorrow. 

For nearly two hours Bailey read 
from “notes” made from day to day 
of remarks McGowan was alleged to 
have made to Bailey, posing as a claim 
adjuster of the American Bridge Com- 
pany. These remarks were alleged to 
have been made principally on a hunt- 
ing trip in Canada. 

Only Asked for $5,000, 

On One Occasion, the detective said, 
McGowan told him he had written to 
Wiehe that he “had to.come across.” 
He said McGowan told him he only 
asked for $5,000. 

“*You should have made 
told him,’’ Bailey swore. 

“It certainly is forth $5,000 
jure one’s self,’ McGowan was quoted 
as replying. 

Later McGowan was credited with 
Saying that he would fix the “whole 
Hines bunch, if they didn't come 
across.”’ 

On another day, specifically desig- 
nated, Bailey said McGowan remarked 
that where he made a mistake was 
when he made an affidavit for Shields. 
The name of R. J. Shields had just been 
used. 

“Shields had a pile of money on the 
table before him when I signed the 
affidavit,” McGowan was quoted as 
saying. 
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you my .money for making this affi- 
davit, but we want to do the fair 
thing with you; the Hines people have 
lots of money.’ I only took a $5 bill 
I was too green, or I would have taken 
it all; that is what it was there for.” 


j Said Mrs. Hines Fainted. 


The detective told of eaing with Mc- 
Gowan to Chicago, and of McGowan’s 
alleged attempts to get money from 
Wiehe. One night, McGowan was cred- 
ited with saying, he spent as a guest 
at Hines’ residence. 

“When Mrs. Hines saw her husband 
and me coming into the house, she 
fainted,’’ Bailey said McGowan  fe- 
ported. Bailey added McGowan said 
Hines told him he would be’ compen- 
sated by Wiehe. 

“It was the sorriest day for me when 
I met Mr. Lorimer,” Hines was alleged 
to have been quoted as saying. 

On October 28, Bailey said McGowan 
left a note for him that everything 
was “O. K,,” “and that he had left for 
home.” 

It was here that Bailey’s services 
were discontinued by the committee, 
only to be resumed by The Chicago 
Tribune in December. 

Betrayed by Dictagraph. 

In again getting into touch with 
McGowan, Bailey said, he wrote the 
“subject” a letter, telling of his pres- 
ence in Detroit, and his intention to 
visit Toronto. 

The dictagraph was placed in a hotel 
room, prepared for McGowan. “We put 
the discs on a table, with a cover over 
it,” Bailey’ said. “Mr. McGowan wil] 
probably recall there was a cover on 
the table.”” McGowan remained silent. 

In the presence of H. E. Kerr, a 
“brass expert,” of Detroit, Mich. and 
with Jimmy Sheridan on the dictagraph 
in an adjoining room, Bailey swore 
McGowan said he got $1,500 from 
Wiehe the day he left Chicago. 

Bailey quoted McGowan as saying 
that Wiehe wanted to give him only 
two or three hundred dollars, but Mce- 
Gowan told him he deserved more 
than his expenses for having perjured 
himself.

‘When Idaho Senator Began 
Speaking Other Senators 
Left the Chamber. 


Washington, February 1.—Senator 
Heyburn, of Idaho, today effectually 
blocked the effort of Senator Lodge 
and other members of the committee 
on foreign relations to have the senate 
grant unanimous consent to the fixing 
of a day for the voting on the arbi- 
tration treaties with Great Britain and 
France. The Massachusetts senator 
asked that voting begin February 29; 
but, declaring that he desired earlier 
action, Mr. Heyburn refused his assen 
to the proposition. : 

The objection of the Idaho senator 
caused a spirited and prolonged col- 
loquy between himself and Mr. Lodge, 
and at its conclusion the latter ab- 
ruptly demanded’ the regular order, 
which was the consideration of the 
treaties. He subsequently withdrew 
the demand. 

Mr. Heyburn spoke in general denun- 
ciation of what he characterized ag a 


process of “railroading’’ great ques- 
tions through the senate. He declared 


that gradually “we are unwinding the 
skeins of government that had been 
wound by the founders of the govern- 
ment, and undertaking to appropriate 
the monarchs of Europe as the guard- 
jians of this republic.” This he declared 
to be the result of an _ intellectual 
toadying to the glare and trumpets of 
the old world. 

Immediately after Mr. Heyburn be- 
gan his address, all of the democratic 
senators except Mr. Martine, of New 
Jersey, absented themselves from the 
senate chamber, as did many of their 
republican colleagues. Observing the 
many vacant chairs around him, Mr. 
Heyburn declared his intention to 
speak at length on the subject before 
the close of the debate, “even if I have 
to speak a solo.” 

When ultimately the senator con- 
cluded, Mr. Lodge gave notice that on 
next Monday he would ask the senate 
to take up the treaties, and to vote 
upon them if no senator was prepared 
to speak. 

During the. controversy. Vice Presi-. 
dent Sherman departed from the usual 
custom of presiding officers to the ex- 
tent of suggesting an agreement for a 
vote. He outlined a plan of beginning 
the vote on the amendment February 
29, and of fixing other votes at regu- 
lar intervals thereafter. This plan en- 
countered the objection of Mr. Hey- 
burn. 


FRANK MORRISON TELLS 
OF THE M’NAMARA FUND

Indianapolis, Ind., February 
Frank Morrison, secretary of the 
American Federation of Labor, was 
before the federal grand jury almost 
continuously today, testifying in the 
investigation of the dynamite conspi- 
racy as to the disposal of the $225,000

Mr. Morrison had said he was ready 
to explain the disbursements in detall 
in the hope that the federation’s ac- 
count books promptly might be taken

of the committee are practically’ those 
which it was predicted in The Consti- 
tution would be made. Certain recom- 
mendations concerning the state chem- 
ist, veterinarian and pure food inspector 
were turned over to a subcommittee, 
to be handled separately and at a later 
date, however, 

What Committee Recommended. 

The first recommendations made by 
the committee had to do with the in- 
spections of fertilizers. 

To begin with the committee recom- 
mends that there be six state inspec- 
tors, who are to serve the year round. 
They are to be paid $1,200 per year and 
their traveling expenses when away 
from home. They are to devote their 
entire time to the inspection work. In 
addition to this, the commissioner of 
agriculture is empowered to hire not 
more than forty special inspectors, who 
will be used during the busy season. 


HERE ARE THE FINDINGS _ 
OF THE AULT COMMITTEE 


That while there has been no evi- 
dence of dishonesty or misappropria- 
tion of funds on the part of anyone 
connected with the department of ag-, 
riculture, many discrepancies have 
been found to exist in the system em- 
ployed in this department, is in sub- 
stance the findings of the committee 
made public late last night after a 
hard day’s session in which the com- 
mittee’'s work was concluded. 

In its general “findings” the com-| 
mittee sets out that Commissioner 
Hudson has used unusually good 
judgment in the selection of men at 
the head. of the food inspection, drug, 
state chemistry and state veterinarian | 
departments, and, as a result, these 
departments have been found to be in 
a most satisfactory condition. 

On the other hand, the § findings 
show, there have been numerous ir- 


None of these shall be employed for 
more than four months, and they must 
devote their entire time to inspection 
work while thus employed. These spe- 
cial inspectors shall draw $83.33 per 
month as now. 

Daily Reports Demanded. 

In spite of the fact that Commis- 
sioner Hudson said he did not believe 
the plan of daily reports feasible, the 
committee recommends that each fer- 
tilizer inspector be required to furnish 
a daily report showing where he spent 
the day, how many samples he took, 
from whom, and what his expenses 
were. 

In addition to this, these inspectors 
will be required to furnish a weekly 
report showing in detail the work done 
by them during the week, the amount 
of railroad fare spent, the points to 
and from which this was used, the 
amount of hotel bills paid, the name of 
the hotel, and with this to turn in 
vouchers for every other expenditure, 
no matter how small. 

This, it is believed, will cut out the 
men who the evidence before the com- 
mittee has shown, have gone on from 
month to month getting their salaries, 
and in many cases expense accounts 
without turning in any samples or 
enough to convince the committee that 
they were actually at work. 


Superintendent of Inspectors. 


The committee further recommends 
that some one in the office of the com- 
missioner of agriculture be designated 
by him to keep in close touch with the 
work being done by these inspectors, 
This man, it is recommended, shall 
copy in a book provided for the pur- 
pose every report sent in by fertilizer 
inspectors, as well as oil inspectors, 
who are to be required to send in re- 
ports also. 

Fertilizer inspectors, the committee 
recommends, shall be required to take 
in addition to the oath already pre- 
scribed one setting out that they are 
not directly or indirectly connected 
with the sale or manufacture of fertil- 
izers.. This. recommendation grew out 


of a discovery on the part of the com- 
mittee that at least one man who in- 
spected fertilizer in the state last year 
was interested in the business. 

The committee also recommends the 
passage of a law making it a mis- 
demeanor for any manufacturer. or 
dealer in fertilizers to give or to offer 
to any inspector or to any member of 
his family, directly or indirectly, a 
present or gift of any kind, the law 
to also provide for making it a mis- 
demeanor for the inspector or any 
member of his family to accépt such 
a gift. 


Keep Check on Tags. 


In the matter of keeping tab on the 
number of fertilizer and pure food tags 
handled by the department each sea- 
son, the committee recommends that 
these tags shall go form the printers 
to the treasurer's office and their value 
in money be charged to the commis- 
sioner of agriculture’s office when de- 
livered, 

At the end of the season, the com- 
missioner’s department is to be given 
credit for the number of tags returned 
unused and these tags, after having 
been counted, shall be burned in the 
presence of the commissioner of agri- 
culture, the state treasurer and the 
comptroller general. 


Abolish Chief Inspector. 


In the department of oil inspections 
many recommendations for changes 
were made, among them the abolition 
of the office of chief oil inspector and 
the cutting in half or more the fees 
paid inspectors for their work, 

Without giving any reasons there- 
for in its recommendation, the com- 
mittee asks that the office of chief oil 
inspector be abolished. This, it will 
be remembered, was suggested by the 
auditor in his report. 

Inmvthe matter of remuneration for oil 
inspectors, the committee recommends 
that the fees of oil inspectors, now 
amounting to practically $30 percar, be 
cut to $10 per car for the first three 
cars and $5 per car for each additional 
car. In small barrel lots, the fee shall 
be $10 for the first car and one-half 
the fees during the remainder of the 
month, but in no case shall a month's 
fees amount to more than $66.66. 


Deputy Inspectors Barred. 


The committee would also have dep- 
uty inspectors barred, except where 
the inspector himself is sick or is ab- 
sent from his home station, the ab- 
sence not to exceed thirty days, un- 
der penalty of the Inspector's losing 
his place as inspector. Further, the 
committee will recommend the enforce- 
ment of the law requiring that oil in- 
spections are made by the inspector 
himself or by a deputy. 

Further, the committee recommends 
that a law be enacted fixing a penalty 
of $100 where either an oil company 
or a railroad moves oil in car lots 
without notifying the department of 
agriculture, both on the shipment of 
the oll and upon its reaching its des- 
tination. 

There is at this time a law requtir- 
ing shipper to notify the department 
of shipments of oil, but no penalty is 
provided for failure to comply. ° The 
committee would not only fix this pen- 
alty, but would bind the railroad, as 
well as the shipper, to make notifica- 
tion of the movement. 

The committee also recommends that 
gasoline be put on the same basis, so 
far as inspections and the like go, ag 


| kerosene. 
Larger Chemical Force. 


The committee is of the opinion that 
the chemigal department of the state 
is not large enough to properly handle 
its work, and recommends that addli- 
tions thereto be made. It will recom- 
‘mend specifically that $6,000 be ap- 
propriated by the next legislature for 
the purpose of securing the services of 
four additional chemists, another bac- 
‘teriologist and some additional appa- 
‘ratus for the chemical department.

Committee’s Findings. 

Following is the committees gen- 
eral findings in full: 

“The committee, acting under the 
authority of the joint resolution au- 
thorizing same, employed a competent 
accountant to check the books and ac- 
counts of the department for a period 


in inestimable value and protection te 
the people of Georgia. 
Increase in Fertilizers. 

_“In regard to the inspection and 
analysis of ferttlizers we find that the 
manufacture and consumption of ferti- 
lizer has increased by leaps and bounds 
during the past few years. The num- 
ber of companies doing business in 
Georgia in 1900 was 159, while in 1910 
there were 542 such companies doing 
business in the state, Nosetihuand, 
ing the fact that the number of ferti- 
lizer inspectors has been increase:l 
from 54 in 1905 to 118 in 1910, and. 
that some of these inspectors failed 
to discharge their duty, the number of 
samples collected increased from 4,532 
in 1905 to 10,372 in 1910, and the cost 
per sample decreased from $4.50 per 
ror wt in 1905 to $3.92 per sample in 

“The number of samples analyzed tn 
1905 was 1,553 and in 1910, 4.010. Thea 
total amount of fertilizers and cotton 
seed meal sold in Georgia in 1905 


‘amounted to 830,677 tons, while in 1919. 


the fertilizer alone sold in Georgia 
amounted to 1,113,200 tons. 

“The policy followed by the depart- 
ment of taking special samples and 
making special analyses upon the re- 
quest of individual farmers, has proven 
of great benefit not only to those par- 
ticular farmers, but to others as well. 
The taking of these special samples 
by inspectors is necessarily more ex- 
pensive than the general work. 

Pay Without Work. 

“Notwithstanding the increased effi- 
ciency of the department shown above, 
we find that twelve of the fertilizer in- 
spectors employed and paid during 1910 


‘beginning January 1, 1910, and ending 
June 30, 1911, and this accountant, atft- 
er making a thorough examination, 
found no«xmisappropriation of any 
funds, “nd that the books and ac- 


counts were correctly kept, with the 
exception of a few . discrepancies, 
caused by clerical errors, which were 
noted by the accountant. The ac- 
|countant found no evidence of any dis- 
honesty in the accounts or in the han- 
dling of the funds. 

“We find that the commissioner has 
been singularly wise in securing the 
services of thoroughly competent men 
to fill the positions of chief food in- 
spector, chief drug inspector, state 
chemist, and state veterinarian, and 
find that each of the branches of the 
department has been handled in an 
able and intelligent manner, resulting

We find that this policy has resulted 
in some instances in the assignment to 
inspectors of territory located some 
distance from their residence, thus 
bringing about ay expense. account 
that under ordinary circumstances 
might not have occurred. 
_ “We believe that the appointment of 
inspectors who reside within the ter- 
ritory to be covered would get better 
results at less expense. . 

“We find that in some instances the 
expense accounts of fertilizer inspec- 
tors were not clearly and distinctly 
itemized, and were not properly audited 
and checked in the department. 


No Reports Made. 

“Pryor to the institution of this in- 
vestigation, fertilizer inspectors were 
not required to make reports until 
samples were collected and shipped in- 
to the department, in which case re- 
ports were to be sent in with the 
samples. There was no rule requir- 
ing weekly, daily or monthly reports, 
and consequently no method by which 
the commissioner could keep in ‘close 
and constant touch with the men ap- 
pointed to make fertilizer inspections. 

The commissioner has spent a great 
portion of his time meeting the peo- 
ple and making addresses in the in- 
terest of improveq agricultural meth- 
ods, co-operating in this way with ev- 
ery movement for the purpose of en- 
thusing the farmers and creating in- 
terest in progressive work along edu- 
cational lines.”

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A WORLD-WIDE HE/ LTH PACT. 


A small but significant cable from Guayaquil, in Ecuador, South 
America, last week, emphasizes in concrete form the powerful in- 
fluence that is being exerted by mutuality of interest to bring the 
nations together for the common good, to diminish distance, ignore 
political and geographical barriers, as well as divergencies in tradi- 
tions, creed and institutions—where a democratic aim is the motive 
power. 

It seems an American officer died of ‘yellow fever contracted at 
Guayaquil, at which port his gunboat was stationed to protect Amer- 
ican interests, due to the perennial revolution now under way in that 
region. Forthwith, so the cable runs, Washington served notice on 
the government of Ecuador that unless the infected port were imme- 
diately cleaned up a quarantine would be instituted against it. The 
step is considered essential for the especial protection of the isthmus 
of Panama, in itself a monument to American efficiency in sanitation 
and reclamation. 

Today the nations unite and battle against disease as never in 
history. It may accurately be said that the call for a crusade for 
cleanliness, for physical well-being, for mental efficiency and moral 
integrity has been sounded round the world. There are still many 
plague spots in civilization, still much to be learned regarding cholera 
and other diseases that decimate China, India, Africa and other coun- 
tries out of the beaten track of enlightenment. 

But science, wearing seven-league boots, is fast overtaking the 
“pestilence that walketh by night and the sickness that destroyeth 
at noonday.” For a community to be dirty, unkempt, a cesspool and 
breeding place for death and disability, is rapidly becoming cause for 
international reproach, visited either by commercial gstracism or by 
that stagnation which is in itself worse than ostracism:

There should be some way for a 
farmer to have his fertilizer inspected 
On short notice. As a rule in+most of 
the smaller towns in our state the 
fertilizer is shipped in just before the 
Planter is ready to use it, and if he 
wanted a sample analyzed before us- 
ing any under his crops he wouldn't 
Consequently, year 
after year the dealer's word is taken 
for it, and he just goes ahead and 
puts the stuff out, hoping it’s all O. K. 
But he really doesn’t Know whether 
it’s an 8—2—2 or an 8—4—4, or just 
half sand and something else. The 
farmers—I mean the best of them— 
want to know for a certainty just 
what they are using under the crops. 
They can’t afford to use just anything 
that is put up in sacks labeled and 
carrying the state tag and make a 
succeSs at farming. 

As to haVing fertilizer analyzed— 
down in this neck of the woods—it’s a 
standing joke. The few who have tried 
tell me the inspector says, “If you 
don’t hear from the sample it’s all 
right; it comes up to the label on the 
bag.” Otherwise you, after several 
months delay, if you ever do, get no- 
tice that it isn’t quite up to. the notch. 
Individually, I never tried it; never 
had faith enough in the system to fool 
with it. The farmer needs value re- 
ceived for what he puts in fertilizer, 
and it’s up to the representatives of 
our state to give us a square deal—as 
well as the guano dealer.

Underwood Will Block Nebra;~ 
kan on “Money Trust.” 


Canvass of House Democrats 
Shows That Underwood's 
Plan Will Be Supported De- 
spite the Personal Appeals 
Being Made by Bryan. 


By John Corrigan, Jr. 

Washington, February 1.—(Special.) 
Before the date of the democratic 
caucus on the money trust investiga- 
tion rolls around, the indications are 
that the battle will be won and that 
Representative Underwood, the demo- 
cratic floor leader, will have brought 
the house to his way of thinking and 
swing them against the demands for 
this investigation made by Mr. Bryan. 

How Democrats Stand, 

Today there began a canvass of the 
house to see how each member stands 
on the proposition, and it develops 
that two out of three democrats were 
against a special inquiry as demanded 
by The Commoner, and favor letting 
the matter take its usual legislative 
course by referring it to the standing 
committee on banking and currency. 

Several democratic members of the 
banking and currency committee 
threatened to resign from that com- 
mittee if the house decided to appoint 
a special committee to do the work. 
They declared that such action would 
be tantamount to saying that the 
regular committee was not capable or 
could not be trusted with the work. 


Bryan in the Fight. 


Telegrams were received by many 
of the radical members of the party 
from William J. Bryan urging them to 
stand by their guns and not let the 
opponents of the special investigation 
frighten them off. 

The conservative leaders declared 
that the reason Representative Robert 
lL. Henry, of Texas, chairman of the 
rules committee, was so active in try- 
ing to have a special committee ap- 
pointed for this purpose was that he 
hoped to be made the chairman and 
get into the political limelight through 
a sensational inquiry. 

Mr. Henry made light of this last 
suggestion. He declared that he was 
determined to do his best to have the 
house authorize a special investiga- 
tion, and that he was not interested 
in the chairmanshTp except that he 
wanted a man who would make a 
thorough investigation placed in that 
position. 

The canvass of the conservative ele- 
ment indicated that ten democrats 
from Texas, Mr. Henry’s own state, 
are against him and in favor of the 
Plan of Representative Oscar W. Un- 
derwood, majority leader. It indi 
cated also that all the democrats of 
Louisiana, Georgia, Virginia, and New 
York were against the Henry idea, 
and that all but one or two of those 
from Mississippi, North Carolina. 
Maryland and Ohio held the same 
view. In other states like South Caro- 
lina, Tennessee and Kentucky the pol 
showed an almost equal division of 
sentiment. 

Position of Underwood, 

Mr. Underwood's position is that 
Since nobody has charged any of the 
banks or trust companies of the coun- 
try which it°is proposed to investigate 
with vioFation of the laws, the matter 
is purely legislative. If any evils 
exist they should be remedied as soon 
as possible by legislation and the 
banking and currency committee is 
the only one under the house rules 
empowered to report bills on this sub- 
ject. Mr. Underwood is vigorously 
opposed tO a sensational exposure of 
banking conditions.

BUT OIL GOES UP 


Steady Advance in Price of 
Rockefeller’s Stuff Since Dis- 
solution of Standard Oil. 


New York, February 1.—Prices of 
oil have been going up steadily since 
the dissolution of the oil trust by the 
decree of the Jnited States supreme 
court, and a representative of the Stan- 
dard Oil Company said today that they 
probably would go higher. Three times 
this year the Standard Oil Company of 
New Jersey has advanced the price 
which it pays for crude oil, and there 
have been corresponding increases in 
the wholesale and retail quotations for 
kerosene, gasoline and others of the 
refined products. 

Gasoline has risen cents a gallon 
in the New York market. Automobile 
dealers estimate the advance means an 
increase of more than $200,000 a month 
in the cost of running the automobiles

‘in New York state. 


Since the first of the year there 
has been an advance of 2 cents a gal- 
lon in the price established by the 
Standard Oil Company for petroleum 
delivered by wagon to consumers in 
this city.

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BUSINESS MAN’S TAX BURDEN 
TOO HEAVY, SAYS W. L. MOORE 


In a discussion of “The Business Man 
in Politics” at the monthly social meet- 
ing of the Atlanta Typothetae, heid 
last night in the rooms of the Trans- 
portation Club, Wilmer L, Moore, pres- 
ident of the chamber of commerce, de- 
clared that. the amount of taxes paid 
by the farmer was proportionately un- 
equal to that paid in other lines of 
work, and that this, coupled with the 
state pension appropriation, placed a 
heavy burden upon the business man. 

Mr. Moore declared that the business 
man and corporations were asked to 
carry a too heavy tax burden, and that 
while he believed in a pension for the 
needy old soldier and his wife, 
it was a lamentable fact that wealthy 
and prosperous citiz’ 1s of Georgia had 
asked for and received money from 
the state. 

The proposed banking laws, the pres- 
idential campaign and other political 
and economic topics of the day were 
discussed by Mr.~Moore. In reference 
to the low taxation of farm land, he 
said that the state sent much more 


money into a majority of the counties 
than was received from them, and that 
he thought equal taxation would be- 
come a very live topic in this state in 
the near future,

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FARMERS’ INTERESTS AT CAPITAL 
DISCUSSED BY C. S. BARRETT 


Washington, February 1.—(Special.) 
President C. S. Barrett has written the 
following card to officers and members 
of the Farmers’ Union: 

The farmers have just laid on the 
shelf the only senator from the south 
who voted against the anti-gambling 
bill. Backed by the cotton exchanges, 
he left the biggest city in the south 
with a big majority; but the boys in 
the country had been furnished his 
record, and they did the rest. A few 
fellows “excused,” like this one was, 
will do our cause more good than any- 
thing else that can be done.

the people as he did. He replied, “Why, ; 


the damn fools like it.”

A 
whole lot of them would not know 
how to make a campaign if they could 
not raise a row about the tariff. I am 
a little afraid a few of our enthusi- 
astic advocates of the anti-gambling 
bill are not very anxious to see {it 
passed, as they would be more or less 
out of campaign thunder. 

Notwithstanding this deplorable 
state of affairs, it is good to know that 
there are a number of statesmen here— 
statesmen in the true sense of the 
word—men who are earnestly trying to 
help you.

London, February 2.—The Daily 
Chronicle publishes a forecast of the 
home rule bill. It provides that the 
Trish parliament shall have full con- 
trol of customs and excise, and pro- 
Vision will be made for the continuance 
of complete free trade between Eng- 
land and Ireland. 

Ireland is to receive for fifteen years 
an annual imperial subsidy of $10,000,- 
000, after which she will make com ribu- 
tions to the imperial expenditure, 
based on a percentage of her revenues. 

The Irish parliament will consist of 
two houses—a legislative council of 
about fifty members, and a legislative 
assembly of 103 members. The council 
‘will have a suspensory veto on legis- 
lation. In the event of a disagreement 
between the two houses, after the sec- 
ond rejection of a bill by the council, 
it will be submitted to the two houses 
deliberating and voting together, and 
adopted or rejected, according to the 
decision of the majority. ; 

Ireland will continue to be represent- 
ed in the imperial parliament, but in 
greatly diminished numbers. The Irish 
Parliament shall have no @antrol with 
Teapect to the navy, army or militia, 
foreign policy, coinage, military camps 
Or coast lighting, and will be forbid- 
den to establish or endow any religion 
Or deal with any religious matter. 

According to the forecast, it is un- 
derstood the Irish constabulary will 
be controlled by the imperial authori- 
ties for a period of five years.

While I have no quarrel 
with most newspapers, and believe as 
a rule they give us a mirror of the 
times, I believe that -there are bad 
ones among them, particularly a few 
of them owned by certain men. These, 
1 think, ought to be discriminated 
against.”

FACES BITTER FIGHT 


New Orleans, February 1.—With the 
gubernatorial fight and the contests 
for the two Louisiana seats in the 
United States senate disposed of, the 
anti-administration forces, which 
scored victories in the principal] con- 
tests in last week’s democratic prima- 
ries, have joined hands in what prom- 
ises to be one of the most spectacular 
political fights in the history of New 
Orleans for the. control of the city 
administration. ‘ 

The central figure in the approach- 
ing coatest is Colonel Robert Ewing, 
democratic national committeeman, 
who broke with the administration 
forces in the recent gubernatorial 
fight and scored a complete victory, 
being elected member of the state 
central’ committee over the so-called 
“ring” forces in the tenth ward of 
the city, where he has been the rec- 
Ognized democratic leader for over a 
decade. Colonel Ewing is the leader 
of an independent faction in the state 
which polled approximately 24,000 
votes in the recent primary, and in the 
city it is expected he and the good 
government league forces will com- 
bine to fight for an overturn of the 
present city administration. 

While a definite campaign has not 
vet been adopted, the forces seeking 
the destruction of the alleged ~ “city 
machine” will probably make an effort 
to secure a commission form of gov- 
ernment for the city.

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JUDGE DEWEY’S ANTICS 
LEAD TO HIS ARREST 


Boston, February 1.—Henry S. 
Dewey, formerly judge of the munici- 
pal court and second cousin of Ad- 
miral George Dewey, was taken into 
custody on complaint of Charles Gay- 
nor, of the department of penal in- 
etitutions, and sent to the Hoston state 
insane hospital for observation, Judge 
Dewey was judge advocate general and 
a member of Governor Roger Wolcott's 
staff. He resigned as judge of the 
municipal court several years ago be- 
cause of ill-health. 

Various incidents in which the for- 
mer judge has figured led to the filing 
of the complaint alleging that he is 
insane. The latest happening: to 
tract public attention was his appear- 
ance as counsel in a case in the supe- 
rior court last week, dressed in the 
full uniform of a brigadier gencral of 
the state militia and carrying a sword 
and a revolver. 

Judge Dewey came into the public 
eve while judge of the municipal court 
by making some novel decisions, par- 
ticularly in defining the condition 
which should determine whiether (a 
man was intoxicated within the mean- 
ing of the law. He has served in the 
RBoston common council and the Mas- 
sachusetts house of representatives, In 
1905. after being defeated for the re- 


publican nomination for mayor, he ran, American 


as an independent candidate. In 19809 
he brought suit against the Good Gov- 
ernment Association for alleged libel 
in a campaign pamphlet, placing the 
damages at $76,450,000. The trial of 
the suit was full of sensations and 
resulted in a verdict against Judge 


Dewey.

Dawson, Ga., Febraury 1.—(Special.) 
Hon. E. L. Rainey, editor of The Daw- 
son News, whose name hag been promi- 
nently mentioned in connection with 
the contest for railroad commissioner, 
issued the following statement today: 

Editor Constitution: Having recent-

DECORATING FOR. 
AUTO SHOW BEGUN 
Entire Auditorium Has Passed

The whole Auditorium yesterday 
passed under the control of the auto- 
mobile show, to remain there until a 
couple of days after February 17, when 
the big exhibition is due to close.

All that will 
then be left to do in it will be the 
erection of the exhibit signs, which 
can be placed in a few hours and 
which will be held until the floor 
space is measured and the ‘exhibit 
lines laid off. 

The cars and other material for 
several of the exhibits are already in 
Atlanta, in the stock rooms of their 
custodians, awaiting the time next 
Thursday when the contractors will 
be all through and the exhibits will 
be admitted to arrange:-their displays.

ORTIE M’MANIGAL GOES 
BACK TO LOS ANGELES 


Indianapolis, Ind., February 1.—Or- 
tie E. McManigal, the confessed dyna- 
miter, who has been here several 
weeks aiding the federal grand jury 
in its investigation of an alleged na- 
tion-wide conspiracy, departed secret- 
ly for Los Angeles yesterday after- 
noon, according to an announcement 
by federal officials tonight. 

His departure was carefully guard- 
ed. According to the federal authori- 
ties, McManigal was escorted from the 
federal pbuilding without attracting 
attention, although they admit they 
chose a time when the road was clear. 

A short time before reaching In- 
dianapolis, McManigal shaved off his 
moustache. It is not known whether 
he wore a disguise on leaving. 

It was announced tonight that the 
grand jury had been adjourned until 
next Tuesday. When the jurymen re- 
convene, it is expected that it will be 
but a few days before indictments are 
returned, for it is said that most of 
the important evidence has been sub- 
mitted. 
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“THIRD TERM” QUESTION 
BROUGHT BEFORE HOUSE 


Washington, February 1.—The 
“third term” question came up in 
congress today when Representative 
Slayden, a democrat of Texas, pro- 
posed a resolution declaring it to be 
the sense of the house that any depar- 
ture from the custom of two terms 
“would be unwise, unpatriotic and 
fraught with peril to free institu- 
tions,”’ 

A similar resolution was passed by 
the house in 1874, when General U. 
S. Grant was talked of for a third 
term. 

Representative Slayden announced 
that he has prepared another reso- 
lution for a constitutional amend- 
ment providing that a president may 
serve only one term.
